as afozeſatd, do not give ſuch warrant, as at , until after their ſtay in the Road foꝛ the ſpace of Twenty dayes 
and if from any Intected place, not till after Fourty dayes: And after thoſe dayes are expired, that the Magiſtrates, * 
and Collectoz, oz ſome other Officer of the Cuſtoms, as gfozefaid, befoze landing, ſend a Philittan, oz other perſon, 
to ſearch the Ship, and if any perſan be found aboard ſick and infected, then to ſtay Fourty dayes longer befoze they 
land either Perſon oꝛ Goods, except incaſe of Leak, oz when there is Evidentdanger, and then the Magiſtrates of the
